tyers Depoſitions, Confeſſions, and ſundry Advertiſements, out of Foreign 
parts from Credible Perſons, well known to Her Majeſties Comncil, and to 
divers others, that for the furtherance and advancement of ſome pre» 
tended Title to th2 Crown, * it hath been manifeſted that the Life of our 
Gracious Sovereign Lady Queen Elizateth, hath been moſt dangerouſly 
expoſed to the Peril of Her Perſon ; if Almighty God Her perpetual De- 
fender, of his Mercy had not revealed and withſtood the ſame, By whoſe 
Life, we and all other Her Majeſties True and Loyal Subjets, do enjoy 


an [neſtimable Benefit of Peace in this Land, do for the Reaſons and Cau- | 


ſes before alledged, not -only acknowledg our ſelves moſt juſtly bound 
with our Lives and Goods for her Defence, 1a her lafety, to perlecute, 
ſuppreſs, and withſtand all ſuch Pretenders, and all other her Enemies, 


of what Nation, Condition, and Degree, - whatſoever they: ſhall be, or 


by what Council or Title they ſhall pretend to be her Enemies; or to at- 
tempt any harm upon ker Perſon; but do furtherthink it our Bounden 
Duties, tor the great benefit of Peace and Wealth, and Godly Govern. 
ment, we have more plentifully received theſe many Years, under Her

Do declare, and by this Writing make manifeſt, our Bounden Duties 
tovur ſaid Sovereign Lady for her Jafety. And to that end, we, ang eve- 
ry of ws, firit calling to Witneſs the Name of Almighty God, av voluntarily 
and moſt willingly bind our ſeives, every one of us to the other, jrintly abd 
ſeverally in the Band of one firm and Loyal Society; and do hereby Vow and

FF Oraſmuch as the Good Felicity and Comfort of the Whole Eftite bf 
this Realm confiſteth (only next under God, ih the Surety and Pre- 
ſervation 'of the Queen's Moſt Excellent Majeſty : And for that it hath 
manifeſtly appeared, that Sundry wicked Plots, and means have of late 
been deviſcd and laid, as well in Foreign Parts beyond the Seas, as alſh 
within this Realm, to the great endangering of her Highnefs's Moſt Roy« 
al Perſon, and to theutter Ruine of the whole Cotnmon-wealth, if 
God's Mercitul Providence the ſame had not beer Revealed's Therefore 
for preventing of ſuch great Perils as might hereafter otherwiſfe-prow, 
by the like deteſtable and deviliſh Practices, at the humble Suite and 
earneſt : Petition, and delire of the Lords Spirityal | ah! ' Tetnporal, 
and the Commons in this Preſent Parliament AſRnibled, and bythe 
Authority of the ſame Parliament. Be'it Enatted and Ordamed, cif at! 
any time alter the end of this Preſent Seſſion 'of Parlizttent, any FA

ſtanding : And that thereupon all Her Highneſles Subjects ſhall and may 
Lav fully by Virtue ct this Ac, and Her Majeſties Dire&tion in that be- 
half, by all Forcible and Poſſible Means purſue to Death every ſuch 
Wicked Perſons, by whom, or by whoſe means, Aﬀent or Privity, any 
ſuch Invaſion or Rebellion ſhall be in Form aforeſaid denounced to have 
beea made, or ſuch Wicked At Attempted, or other thiag compaſſet] 
or imagined againſt Her MajeſtiesPerſon,and all their Aiders, Comfortors 
and Abettors, | 


.... Andif any ſuch detectable At ſhill bs Executed againſt Her High-. 
| neſs moſt Royal Perſon, whereby Her Majeſties Life ſhall be taken a- 
way (which God of his great M:rcy forbid) that then every ſuch Per- - 
! fon, by or for whom any ſuch AR ſhall be Executed, and their Iflues 
being any wiſe Aſſenting or Privy to the ſame, ſhall by vertue of this 
Act. be excluded: and diſabled for ever, to have or claim, or to pre- - 
tend to have or claim the faid Crown of this Realm, or of any other . 
Her Highneſs Dominiors, any former Law or Statute whatſoever. to 
F the contrary, in any wiſe nonwithſtandiog. . And that all the Subjects .

Lawfully by vertue of this Act, by all forcible and poſſible means purſuc 
todeath every.ſuch wicked Perſon, by whom,. or by whoſe means, any

And tothe end that the intenlion of this Law may be efleRually Exe- 
B | , Cutcd, 
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* cuted, if Her Majeſties Life ſhall be taken away, by any violent or un- 
natural means (which God defend: ) Be it further enaRted by the Autho- 
rity aforeſaid, that the Lords and others which ſhall be of Her Majeſties 
Privy Council at the time of ſuch her deceaſe, or the more part of the 
ſame Council, jcyning unto them for their better Aſſiſtance, five other 
Earls, and ſeven other Lords of Parliament at the lea't, ( foreſt e- 
ing that none of the faid Earls, Lords or Council be known to be Perſons 
that may make any Title to the Crown) thoſe Perſons which were chief 
Juſtices of either Bench, Maſter of the Roles, and chief Baron of the Ex- 
chequer at the time of Her Majeſties death, or 1n default of the faid Ju- 
ſtices, Maſter of the Roles, and Chief Baron, ſome other of thoſe which 
were Juſtices of ſome of the Courts of Records at re/tmin/er,at the time 
of her Highneſs deceale, to ſupply their places, or any twenty four, or 
more of them, whereof eight to be Lords of Paritament, not being of the 
Privy Council, ſhall to the uttermoſt of their. power. and skill examine 
the Cauſe and Manner of ſuch Her Majeſtites death, and what Perſons thall 
be any way guilty thereof, and all Circumſtances concerning the ſame 
according to the true meaning of this Act, and thereupon ſhall by open 
Parliament publiſh the ſame, and without any delay by all forcible and 


poſlible means proſecute to death, all ſuch, as ſhall be found to be 


Offenders therein, and all their Aiders and Abetters: And for the doin 
thereof, and for the withſtanding and ſuppreſſing of all ſuch Power and 


Force, as ſhall any way be Leyy'd or ſtirred indiſturbance of-the due Ex- 


ecution of this Law, ſhall by vertue of this AR, have Power and Aittho- 
rity not only to raiſe and uſe ſuch Force as ſhall in that behalf be needful 
and convenient. but alſo to uſe all other means and things poſlible and 
neceſſary for the Maintenance of the ſame Force, and Proſecution of the 
laid Offenders. And if any ſuch Power and Force ſhall be Levied or 


ſtirred in diſturbance of the due Execution of this Law, by any Perſon - 
that ſhall or may pretend any Title to the Crown of this Realm, where-{ ' 
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by this Law may not in all things be fully Executed, according to the 


eff: and true meaning of the ſame : That then every Perſon hall b

any other her Highneſs Dominions, any former Law or Statute what 
ſoever to the contrary notwithſtanding, | 
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And be it further enated by the Authority aforeſaid, that all and 
very the Subjects of all Her Majeſties Realms and Dominions, ſhall to the 
1ttermoſt of their Power, aid and affift the ſaid Counſel and all other 
the Lords and other Perſons to be adjoyned unto them for Aſſiſtance, as 
isSaforeſaid in all — to be done andexecuted according to the effet 
and intention of this Law : And that no Subject of this Realin ſhall inan y 
wiſe be Impeached in Body, Lands or Goods, at any'time hereafter, for 
any thing to be doneor executed according to the Tenotir of this Law, 
any Law orStatute heretofore made to the contrary in any wiſe notwith- 
ſtanding. And whereas of late many of Her Majeſties good and taithfull 
Subje&s, havein the name of God, and with the Teſtimony of good Con- 
ſciences, by one uniform manner of Writing under their hands and ſeals, 
and by their ſeveral Oaths voluntaarily take, joyned themſelves together 
inone Bondand ASSOCIATION, to withſtand and revenge to the 


uttermoſt all ſuch malicious Actions and Attempts againſt Her Majeſties 
moſt Royal Perſon. Now for the full explaining of all ſuch Ambiguities 
and Queſtions as otherwiſe might happen to grow by reaſon of any Sini- 
ſer or wrong Conſtruction, or Interprecation to be made or Inferred of or 
upon the words 6f meaning thereof, be it dcclared and enadted, by the 
Authority of this preſent Par)iament,that the ſame ASSOCIATION 
and every Article and Sentance therein contained, as we concerning the 
difallowing, excluding, or diſabling of any Perſon that may or ſhall pre- 
tend any Title to co:11e-to the Crown of this Realm, as alſo for the purſu- 
ing and taking revenge of any Perſon for any {uch wicked Ac or Attempt 
as1s mentioned ia th: ſame ASSO CIA TION, ſhall and ought tobe 
in all things expounded ind adjudged according to the true Intent and 
Meaning of this Act, and not otherwiſe, nor againft any other Perſon 
or Perſons.

Hereas there has been a Horrid and Deteſtable 
Conſpiracy, Formed and Carried on by Papiſts, 
and other Wicked and Traiterous Perſons, for Aſlaſſina- 
ting His Majeſty's Royal Perſon, in Order to encourage at 
Invalion from France, to ſubyert our Religion, Laws, and 
Liberty : We whoſe Names are hereunto ſubſcribed, do 
hearcily, ſincerely, and ſolemnly Profeb, Teltifie, and De 
clare, that His Preſent Maj:fty, King William, is Rightfu] 
and Lawful King of theſe Realms. And we do mutually 
Promiſe. and Engage to ſtand by, and afhiſt each other, to 
the utmoſt of our Vower, in the Support and Defence of His 
Majeſty's Moſt Sacred Perſon and Government, againſt the 
Late King James, and all his Adherents. And in Caſe His 
Majeſty come to any Violent or Unrimely Death, (which 
God forbid) We do hereby further Freely and Unanimouſ]y 
oblige our ſelyes, to Unite, Aſſociate, and ftand by eagh o- 
ther, in Revenging the fame upon his Fnemies, and their 
Adherents ; and in ſupporting and defending the Succeſhon 

| of the Crown, according to an Act made in the firſt Year of 
the Reign of King Witkam and Queen Mary, Intituled, an 
ACt Declaring the Rights and Liberties of the Subject, and 
ſettling the Succeſhon of the Crown,
